- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: We discussed the Peoples reference with respect to the standing 
102/103 rejection. I noted the citation at col. 5, lines 12-24 appeared to be in error in the previous Office Actions in that 
said citation did not explicitly teach a primary backing. However, I argued the reference clearly taught embodiments of 
the invention including a tufted primary backing, an optional precoat layer, the thermoplastic barrier coating, and a 
secondary backing pad. Although Peoples teaches the precoat is preferred, said preference is not equivalent to a 
requirement of the presence of said precoat (i.e., optional). We also discussed the 112, 1st rejection "free of 
polypropylene." I disagreed there was sufficient support for this negative limitation and suggested amending the claim 
to positively exclude the presence of said polypropylene. One suggestion was employing the closed language of 
"consisting of or "consisting essentially of." . 
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
